Applicant submits that the claims as fil ed relate tr> * p rocess of fabricatinp , 
interconnect structure and to the intercoms structure itse lf The claims are only related 
to semiconductors indirectly and are not deemed to address the essence of the invention 
as claimed. Accordingly, Applicant believes that the Classes stated in the Office Action 
do not apply to the claims as filed. 

Applicant believes that once the appropriate classification is selected, it will 
become abundantly obvious that the proper classification will show that the method of 
fabricating the interconnect structure coincides with the class corresponding to the actual 
structure.

In view of the foregoing, Applicant deems that both Groups I and U as recited 
the Office Action belong to the same class, and that the correct class does not fit the 
criteria for restriction. Accordingly, it is believed that the restriction requirement should 
be withdrawn. 

Notwithstanding the foregoing arguments, Applicants elect to prosecute the 
invention of GROUP I, consisting of Claims 1-16 drawn to the method, and withdraw 
from consideration the claims forming GROUP II, as being drawn to non-elected 
invention, without prejudice to the Applicants' right to file a Divisional or Continuation 
or Continual] on-in-Part Patent Application for the withdrawn claims.
